LIBRARY REPORT

The Board of Library Trustees hereby submit their Tenth Annual 
Report. - 

At the beginning of the year the Board was organized by the 
choice of J. P. Newell as president and treasurer, Mrs. Margaret 
A. Leach as secretary and Mrs. Jennie F. Center as librarian. 

The library has been open as usual every Saturday afternoon 
during the year from three till five o’clock, for giving out and receiv- 
ing books.and for consultation of books, magazines and pamphlets 
at the library room. 

The whole number of books in the library, at the present time, is 
about eleven hundred. The appropriation at the beginning of the 
year was so small that but few books have been added by purchase 
during the year. 

We hope a larger sum may be appropriated for the year to come. 
A public library of well selected books is of great value to any town 
as a source of general intelligence and a means of popular education, 
The library belongs to the public. Every man and woman in town 
is part owner and igpersonally interested in its success and useful- 
ness. It should therefore be liberally supported. 

It is the aim of the trustees to administer its affairs economically 
and for the good of all. They get no compensation for their services 
but they are willing to give time and thought to the matter, because 
they believe in the great usefulness of a free public library. 

Three magazines have been donated to the library the past year 
and one weekly paper a-part of the year. We trust these may be 
continued for the year to come and shall be glad if still others may 
be added. 

While it is the intention of the trustees to place in the library the 
best works of fiction, yet they believe that works of history, biogra- 
phy, science anil general literature should enter largely into every 
well selected library. 

The library is more and more appreciated from year to year. It 
is a great source of enjoyment and an efficient means of culture for 
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many of our people. The room in which it is kept is central, con- 
venient and tastefully furnished. The librarian is faithful and 
efficient and her familiar knowledge of the books is a great help to 
those who may desire her advice in making selections. 

When the library trustees were obliged to remove the books from 
the schoolhouse because that building was needed for school purposes, 
they were fortunate in finding a room admirably fitted for their use, 
and Mrs. Clarissa Griffin has from the beginning very generously 
given to the town, rent free, the use of the room in her house where 
the library is now kept.
